The German forelgn office it le polnt-
ed out In London, does not even suggest
the sale of the Interned German linera
to the United States, but proposes a
temporary transfer of control, The
“absolute presumnption’” referred to In
the last gsentence of the quotation from
the Declaration of London, therefore,
would have full effect. The ‘“conse-
quences” to which an enemy vessel
:rnuh! be exposed naturally means cap=
ure.

It was consldered possible that Eng-
land, at least, might walve her righis
under this section, and consent to the
transfer of the liners to the American
flag by bona Hde purchase, with the
understanding that besides passengers
the liners sphould be wused to curry
contraband, including munitions, 10
English ports.

Officlals would not comment upon this
poselbility, but It s known that In nome
quarters the feeling exists that the nllies
erred at the beginning of the war In not
permitting the outright purchase of In-
terned German ships by private Individ-
uals In America. It has been pointed
out that hud these transfers been allow-
ed, several German sghips might now be
engaged in the business of carrying war
supplles to the nlllea.

It ls Inconcelvable, however, that Ger-
many would now comsent to & transfer
by which her great liners would become
carrlers of wur munitions to her cno-
mien,

Officials See Situation
With Germany Grow
. Slightly More Serious

Lapse of three days #ince the German
reply to the second Lusitania nota was
made public has not served to lessen
the gravity of the situation Wrought
about by the attitude of the German
foreign office.

If anvthing, the view of Washington
officinls |a more pessimiatle, It eannot
be safd that a rupture I8 expected. A
widespread feeling prevalla that Ger-
mun submarine commanders have been
fnstructed, despite the tenor of the re-
ply just sent from Herlln, not to re-
peat the Lusitania horror. 1If this is
true, and continues true, officlals do
not belleve the past Infractions of
Ameriean rights will be permitted to
draw the two countries Into war.

President Wilson takes the view that
the way Is open to further negotiations.
This In ItnelF |s giving considerahle en-
courageroent. Moreover, there are fur-
ther indications that the Administra=-
tion will take plenty of time about send-
ing a new note, that it will sound pub-
lle epinfon, and that It will not nllow
{tgelf to be drawn into hasty actlon, or
actlon without full delfberation

Drastic Action Urged.

Drastiec actlon by this Government
I8 being urged In many quarters. Many
of the newspaper comments reaching
the White House since Saturday have
been decidedly strenuous In tonma. But
the President still hopes to pursue the
contention In a way which will avold
a break.

Putting the most optimistic eolors on
the controversy, however, there {8 no
hiding the fact that the Administration
8 in a difficult, rmharrun!nr and
dangeroua postion, and the eaders
about the Adminlstration, or some of
the keenest of them, know It.

Reginning in February and fneluding
the two Lusitania notes, this Govern-
ment has on three occasions set forth
in notes ita position with respect to sub-
marine warfare, It has sald in the
most eolamn fashion that If Amercan
lMfe is loat through the infraction of the
well-recognized rules of naval war by
the Gormans, Germany will be heid to
“strict accountability,” and that this
Government will not omit any word or
act needful to protect itp cltizens.

Germany’'s reply to this has been to
sink the Lusitania, to seek to evade re-
sponsibllity therefor, practically to re-
fuse to glve assurances that American
lives at sea will not be sncrificed un-
warned, and to Infringe on American
rights in various particulars,

aueh proposals as Germany has made
for the protectlon of American neu-
trals are looked on hers as beside the
mark. They, in fact, concede nothing,
and from one point of view conceds
something less than actual righta on
American and neutral ships.

Not Taken Seriously.

The talk of using Germsan interned
llners under the American flag in looked
on here as bootless. It s not taken
perlously.

Under all the elrcumstances, the thing
that Is squarely up to the President 18,
not merely to stand squarely for the
principles of the previous notes, but to
determine how far he ought to EO in
serving notice on Germany that the
United SBtates does not intend to drag
out the correspondence indefinitely and
that further serious infraction of
American rights at sea will have to be
dealt within in some other fashlon than
by note-writing.

The Administration {8 beginning to

perceive not only that it cannot retreat|

but that it it allows the exchanges to
drift along infefinitely, getting nowhere,
and In effect allowing Germany to flout
the T'nited States by evasion and dila-
tory tacticsa of diplomacy, a large share
of the public is going ultimately to hold
it to account.

111 BOMBS FALL ON SHEDS

PARIS, July 13.—Thirty-ive French
aeroplanes participated in a great rald
on the Important German strategic sta-
tion at Vigneulles leg Hattonchatel, the
war offiece announced thls aflernoon,
starting several fires that are bellaved
to have deatroyed munition storea.

From Vigneulles, rallway lines lead
to the German armies near Calonne and
in the Apremont wooda. In the big sta-
tion were stored great supplies of am-
muuitlan and food, awalting transfers
to the front.

The aerial rald was accomplished un-
der the greatest difficulties. The French
birdmen braved a high wind that threat-
ened thelr deatruetion and made It
necessary for them to drop within close
rangs of the enemy's antl-alr craft
guns to make sure that thelr bombs
would not be misecarried by the wind.
